RS has a little 500 ohm to voice coil transformer, and I use a few of these 
around the shack. It is small, and will tend to saturate with much of 
anything more than a watt pushed through it. Not advisable for connecting 
your push-pull 6L6's to a large speaker for room-filling audio. 


Also, commonly available line to voice coil transformers are available in 
larger wattage ratings, and also do a fine job in matching the 500-600 ohm 
outputs to low impedance speakers.

Hope the List doesn't mind more posting on my part. (I HAVE been pretty 
quiet for the past week!) 


Steve asked about the 2-line again, saying that he's attracted to the 
slide-rule-dial line more than the circular dialed 4-line. 


Here's the poop on accessories: 


Receiver: 2-A 2-B 2-C 

Xtal Calibrator: 2-AC 2-AC 2-AC 

Speaker: 2-AS 2-BS 2-CS 

Speaker/Qmult: 2-AQ 2-BQ 2-CQ 

Matching CW xmitter: none none 2-NT (75w, break-in, nice!) 
Plug-in noise blanker: none none 2-NB 

Additional bands avail: 5 5 1 (each 500 kHz) 
Filters: 4.8/2.4 3.6/2.1/.5 4.8/2.4/0.4 
Sidetone for CW tx: no no yes 

Passband tuning: yes yes NO! <faints> 

Notch filter: yes to all, using Q-multiplier speaker 

CW audio peak: yes to all, using Q-multiplier speaker 


Andy's Overall Rating: good great fair 


How's that? 


It does seem that any 2-line Q-multiplier speaker combo could be used 

with any receiver. They all interface through the same 4-pin connector 

and my brief look at the schematic says they are the same... I don't have 

a speaker for the 2-C yet (hint, hint) but my 2-BQ has a nice Jensen speaker 
installed. It sounds nice, and the Q-multiplier is great for CW, and 

the notch function is not as good as a brand new DSP auto-notch but it 
works. 


The 2-line receivers were not general coverage, as equipped. In fact, 
they only covered one part of 10m; for the 2-A and B you had to add 
two more crystals to get the rest of the band. The 2-C only covers 
the one part, and to get the rest you must plug in the appropriate 
crystal in the ONE accessory socket on the side of the receiver. The 
2-A and B have five slots in the chassis so you can add additional 
600 kHz ranges and leave them in. The 2-C is a real step backwards 
with only one crystal socket. 


I forgot to mention: there was a 2-LF longwave converter that plugged 
in to the calibrator socket for the 2-B (it would work with the other 
two). Thanks to the fellow on the List who sent me the QST ad for one 
last year! 


One plus is the crystals can be interchanged among receivers if you 
have more than one. They are all plus or minus 4 MHz of the desired 
frequency. You can tune the preselector to either peak and get the 
other band... So the one which gives you 7.0-7.5 MHz (11.0 MHz) 
will also give you 15.0-15.5 MHz, the 19m SWBC band. The dial 

will tune backwards, though (don't worry, it's easy to figure out). 


So for your requirement about passband tuning, I would suggest going 
for the 2-B if you want ham listening, or if you will be doing a lot 
of SWLing, the 4.8 kHz filter in the 2-A would sound nice. That leaves 
out the 2-C, because they took away the passband tuning...but if you 
wanted to pair it with the 2-NT, having break-in CW with sidetone 

is nice. (You can patch the sidetone into other Drake receivers, 

just patch it into the volume control like the 2-NT manual says.) 


As for the 4-line SWL receivers (SW-4, SW-4A, SPR-4) -- none of them 
have passband tuning! The SW-4 and SW-4A don't even have a BFO, and 
just have 4.8 kHz filter (I think that's the bandwidth). The SPR-4 
does have a BFO and notch, and you can add _24 500 kHz range crystals 
if you want. 


One small clarification: the 2-C covers 500 kHz ranges; the 2-A and 2-B 
cover 600 kHz ones because the dial extends an extra 100 kHz. 


Is that confusing enough, Steve? <grin> 
Hope the post was interesting to all...

Nice to hear from you, Steve... Hope you don't mind that I've cc:'ed the 
list because others might be wondering the same thing... 


Steve is looking for a small Drake set, good for SSB listening, and with 
passband tuning... 


OK, here goes. <deep breath> 


Here are the rigs before the TR-7, with passband tuning: 1-A, 2-A, 2-B, 
R-4, R-4A, R-4B, R-AC. 


I can't speak of the 1-A because I dun gut nun. 

The 2-A has only two selectivity positions: 4.8 and 2.4 kHz. 
The 2-B has three: 3.6, 2.1, and 0.5 kHz. 

The 4-series stuff has four: 4.8, 2.4, 1.2, and 0.4 kHz. 


Now for the "I like it better" comments. The 2-A and 2-B rigs are black 
with silver-ringed knobs and a large white slide-rule dial. The 4-line 
stuff has square edges and is black, silver, and grey, with flattened 
grip knobs and a 0-500 kHz round dial. 


As I said, all of these have passband tuning, and for the most part it 
operates the same way. I like the "feel" of the passband knobs on the 2-line 
receivers. The 4-line stuff works fine, but the way the knob moves the 
ferrite cores just doesn't feel as smooth. 


Now for filters for SSB, I spent the afternoon listening to the 2-C I 
just bought, with the 2.4 kHz filter on SSB. I think 2.4 is a little 
wide for general SSB listening, at least to ME, and with these skirt 
shapes... I've had the 2-B by the bedside for a long time now and it 
has been VERY pleasant to listen to the SSB nets on it. The 2.1 kHz 
filter is perfect, to me, with proper passband tuning adjustment. 


(Conversely, the 3.6 is too narrow for most SWLing...the 4.8 wins out 
there.) 


The 0.4 and 0.5 filters are great for CW. Since I've voted for the 2-B 
for SSB, the CW nod goes to that one, too, if you get one with the 
matching 2-BQ (a 2-AQ will work) speaker/Q-multiplier combination. 


I must append things....I forgot that the filter stuff for the 4-line 
above only applies to the R-4/4A/4B... The 4-C uses plug-in filters and 
someone else will have to speak about that! 


So to make a short story long, Steve, I would say that if you can find a 
nice working/looking 2-B with the 2-BQ for $100-125 you will be happy. 
4-line stuff goes for more, with the R-4C commanding the highest price. 
But the 2-B is a real "sleeper" and a joy to use. You also get readout to 
the kHz with the dial skirt; don't let the big slide-rule dial fool you! 


Happy hunting, and let me/us know what you find!

Anyone have an SX-100 manual handy? Can you look in the alignment 
section and tell me which slug to adjust for the USB oscillator?

Jim have several variations of the SX-100 manuals...pulled the Mark 2 
manual. It was the most common. According to it all the adjustments 
hinge on the BFO being set to 50 kc...the tube is V-8, a 6SC7. The 

BFO knob actually tunes the slug in the BFO coil (L16). You remove the 
knob to center zero the oscillator and then put the knob back on with 
"QO" at the marker. The output of the BFO goes into the 2nd detector for 
SSB. The actual switching of sidebands is accomplished with the multi- 
purpose function control working at the 1600 khz level. T9 has an upper 
and lower slug, each peaks/resonates crystals in the IF system. My first 
guess would be that one or the other is slightly off. T9 is to the right 
of the 6BA6 2nd mixer. One slug tunes 1700 khz and the other 1600 khz. 


Had to replace that switch one time in a trade-in and it was no easy job! 
never did figure why or how it got torn up so bad in the first place, guy 
swore he hadn't been in it with his screwdriver!

out hetrodynes. Mounted in a small chassis up on metal stilts at the 
rear of the radio, the Notch Depth and Notch Frequency controls were 
brought from it to front panel by two 1/4" fiberglass rods. At night, 
with the room lights low, the dial lamps would illuminate these rods and 
light in them would pass through the front panel, bounce off the metal 
skirts of the two Notch controls, and partially light up the front panel 
with a light color the same as the rod color. 


And that brings us to today's trivia. 

I have seen SX-100s with yellow, green, and red fiberglass rods on the 
Notch controls. I'm wondering what other colors were used over the 
SX-100s long production life.
